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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
DEPARTMENT  GAME  AND  FISH 


To  His  Excellency,  Hugh  M.  Dorsey,  Governor,  and  to  the 
Honorable  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  the 
State  of  Georgia. 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  report  of  the  De- 
partment of  Game  and  Fish,  for  the  year  ending  June  30th, 
1919,  making  the  Eighth  Annual  Report. 

While  business  conditions  have  been  unsettled  for  the  last 
twelve  months  and  the  war  made  great  inroads  into  the 
ranks  of  hunters,  we  are  very  glad  indeed  to  show  no  loss 
in  the  receipts  for  this  year,  but  a  small  gain.  Our  expenses 
will  also  show  some  unavoidable  increase,  yet  the  depart- 
ment shows  a  good  surplus  above  expenses. 

This  department  is  absolutely  self-sustaining  and  receives 
not  one  cent  of  appropriation  from  the  State,  and  is  sus- 
tained solely  by  revenues  derived  from  hunting  and  boat 
licenses. 

A  steady  and  noticeable  increase  in  game  is  reported  from 
all  over  the  State,  and  conditions  are  more  encouraging  than 
they  have  been  in  years. 

The  department  is  still  confronted  with  the  fact  that  in 
certain  counties  it  is  hard  to  secure  co-operation  and  in  some 
counties  hard  to  secure  the  active  support  of  some  of  the 
officials  charged  with  enforcement  of  law.  Despite  this, 
however,  a  stronger  sentiment  is  growing  each  day  for  the 
preservation  and  protection  of  the  game  and  fish  of  the 
State. 

Fish  laws,  especially  those  governing  our  fresh  water 
streams,  are  more  constantly  violated  than  the  game  laws. 
The  department  has  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  money  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  fish  laws  without  any  compensation  in 
the  form  of  licenses  at  all. 
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After  two  years  spent  upon  the  problems  that  confront 
this  department,  the  following  recommendations  are  sub- 
mitted : 

We  have  reached  the  point  where  the  department  should 
endeavor  to  plan  more  largely  for  the  future  and  to  try 
both  to  conserve  the  game  and  to  increase  the  supply.  This 
recommendation  applies  equally  as  well  to  fish. 

We  have  a  great  deal  of  timber  yet  in  Georgia,  and  lands 
ideally  situated  for  the  propagation  of  game.  We  have  a 
great  deal  of  coast  territory  for  salt  water  fishing  and  some 
of  the  finest  fresh  water  streams  in  the  South.  We  are 
wonderfully  rich  in  natural  resources  with  which  to  carry 
on  work  of  this  character. 

Game  preserves  should  be  established  both  in  North  and 
South  Georgia.  In  the  light  of  the  experience  of  other 
States,  game  sanctuaries,  in  which  the  land  owner  agrees 
under  contract  with  the  State  to  furnish  suitable  coverts 
for  game  and  to  prevent  all  hunting  upon  these  lands,  form 
an  ideal  spot  for  the  breeding  of  game  and  for  the  turning 
loose  of  certain  species  of  game.  From  these  sanctuaries 
game  will  spread  to  the  adjacent  territory.  Game  has  to  be 
rigidly  protected  and  no  shooting  at  all  allowed  upon  these 
sanctuaries. 

The  time  has  also  come,  in  the  judgment  of  the  depart- 
ment, when  the  State  of  Georgia  should  take  some  forward 
step  in  fish  culture.  We  should  attempt  the  building  of  a 
hatchery,  owned  and  operated  by  the  State,  propagating 
the  fish  suitable  and  desirable  for  our  waters. 

Whenever  the  Grand  Jury  of  a  County  will  close  public 
streams  for  a  specified  period  from  seining  they  should  be 
restocked  by  the  State,  and  in  this  way  in  a  few  years  our 
streams  will  again  become  full  of  fish.  While  the  Bureau 
of  Fisheries  will  help  in  every  possible  way,  and  the  State 
of  Georgia  is  largely  indebted  to  them  for  their  splendid 
help  for  the  last  two  years,  still  we  would  not  be  dependent 
upon  Washington.  Much  time  could  be  saved,  and  we  could 
propagate  the  varieties  of  fish  desired.  We  could  more  eco- 
nomically handle  the  question  of  assistance,  and  in  many 
ways  we  could  plan  and  carry  on  a  much  larger  work  of 


this  character  in  the  State.     The  more  progressive  States 
in  the  Union  all  have  their  fish  hatcheries. 

Another  question  to  be  settled  is  the  question  of  the 
lease  of  Blackbeard  Island.  The  department  would  be  very 
glad  indeed  for  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game  to  go  into 
this  matter  very  carefully,  deciding  whether  it  is  advanta- 
geous to  the  State  to  maintain  a  game  preserve  at  this 
point  and  make  recommendations  governing  this  island. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  LAW. 

The  department  again  calls  your  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity of  the  codification  of  the  fish  laws  of  this  State  and  to  a 
careful  revision  of  same,  especially  those  governing  our 
fresh  waters. 

Pollution  of  our  streams  is  becoming  greater  each  year, 
and  this  pollution  is  not  only  destroying  our  fish,  but  the 
food  that  sustains  fish  life,  tor  miles  down  some  of  our 
streams  in  Georgia  the  waters  are  not  only  barren  of  fish, 
but  also  of  vegetable  and  animal  life  upon  which  fish  feed. 
Legislation  looking  toward  the  control  of  pollution  that  is 
poured  into  our  streams  should  be  carefully  considered. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  both  in  salt 
and  in  fresh  waters  all  people  who  fish  for  commercial  pur- 
poses should  be  required  to  have  a  license.  This  will  enable 
the  department  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  people  fishing  for 
the  market,  and  will  also  enable  the  department  to  receive 
some  revenue  with  which  to  look  after  violations  of  the  fish 
law  in  the  State.  If  the  State  furnishes  the  streams  upon 
which  a  man  can  fish  for  a  livelihood,  surely  the  fisherman 
can  afford  to  spend  as  much  as  $1.00  for  a  resident  license  to 
help  maintain  the  supply  of  fish  in  the  State. 

The  department  calls  your  attention  again  to  the  need  of 
a  revision  of  the  law,  and  such  revision  as  to  require  the 
purchase  of  a  license  by  every  hunter,  except  upon  a  man's 
own  land.  It  is  a  vital  need  of  the  department  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  preservation  of  game  and  the  enforcement 
of  the  law  that  this  revision  be  made.  The  purchase  of  a 
license  by  a  man  hunting  off  his  own  land  would  distribute 
his  hunting  and  not  concentrate  it  in  certain  sections  or 


militia  districts.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
Georgia  is  the  only  State  that  does  not  require  a  man  to 
purchase  a  license  to  hunt,  unless  he  be  hunting  upon  his 
own  land.  The  experience  of  all  States  shows  that  the  con- 
centration of  hunting  in  certain  sections  or  in  certain  dis- 
tricts tends  to  absolutely  destroy  all  game  within  the  terri- 
tory affected. 

Your  attention  is  again  called  to  section  6  of  the  Game 
Act,  and  the  recommendation  is  made  that  the  words  "All 
licenses  shall  terminate  one  year  from  the  day  on  which 
same  were  issued,"  should  be  stricken  from  this  section  and 
then  this  section  would  be  absolutely  clear. 

The  department  recommends  that  at  the  close  of  the  fis- 
cal year  all  funds  remaining  in  this  department  be  turned 
into  the  State  Treasury,  there  to  remain  to  the  credit  of 
the  Game  and  Fish  Protection  Fund,  building  up  a  surplus 
in  our  Game  and  Fish  Fund  that  would  help  materially  as 
we  attempt  to  make  forward  steps. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  AS  TO  THE  ENFORCEMENT  OF 

THE  LAW. 

This  department  needs  one  or  two  men  constantly  going 
over  the  State  encouraging  various  County  Wardens,  help- 
ing them  look  after  the  enforcement  of  the  law  in  the  dif- 
ferent counties  and  in  every  way  help  in  the  education  of 
the  people  to  the  benefits  that  are  to  be  derived  from  con- 
stant enforcement  of  the  game  and  fish  laws. 

There  is  another  tendency,  however,  that  must  be 
checked.  Many  people  insist  that  special  wardens  from  a 
distance  be  sent  to  different  counties  to  look  after  reported 
violations  of  the  law.  This  practice  can  be  carried  on  to  an 
extent  that  will  be  harmful. 

We  are  fully  aware  as  to  the  arguments  used  in  connec- 
tion with  same,  that  a  man  not  locally  connected  will  be 
more  liable  to  do  his  duty,  having  no  friends  to  favor.  Sen- 
timent as  to  the  enforcement  of  the  game  law,  however, 
has  to  be  built  up  in  every  county.  The  services  of  the  best 
wardens  available  have  to  be  secured,  and  all  citizens  should 
sustain  the  local  warden  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  in 


their  respective  counties,  so  that  public  sentiment  will  be 
educated  and  the  county  will  gradually  see  an  improvement 
in  the  respect  accorded  the  game  law.  This  can  only  be 
done  by  the  co-operation  of  the  interested  citizens  of  each 
county  with  the  county  game  warden. 

OYSTERS. 

The  oyster  question  is  one  of  the  most  vital  questions 
connected  with  this  department.  In  the  last  report  your  at- 
tention was  called  to  the  depletion  of  our  oyster  beds  and 
the  utter  lack  of  any  law  in  our  State  that  would  enable  us 
to  both  conserve  our  oyster  beds  and  restore  them  to  their 
productive  capacity.  Since  that  time  the  submerged  oyster 
lands  in  Georgia  have  been  investigated  and  much  informa- 
tion has  been  obtained. 

This  question  has  become  so  vital  that  a  bill  has  been 
prepared  which  it  is  believed  will  cover  this  question  and 
enable  the  State  to  make  a  start  in  the  solution  of  the  oys- 
ter question. 

In  the  last  twelve  months  a  good  deal  of  the  energy  of 
the  department  has  been  directed  to  the  propagation  of 
fish  in  in  Georgia,  and  a  list  is  appended  to  this  report  of 
the  number  of  fish  planted  in  the  streams  and  ponds  of  Geor- 
gia by  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries  at  Washington,  and  the  de- 
partment desires  to  thank  this  Department  of  the  National 
Government  for  its  many  courtesies  and  its  great  assistance 
during  the  last  twelve  months. 

We  have  a  good  deal  of  literature  on  the  subject  of  Fish 
Ponds  on  Farms,  and  would  be  very  glad  indeed  to  be  of 
assistance  to  farmers  both  in  helping  them  plan  fish  ponds 
and  in  stocking  same. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  there  is  some  con- 
flict between  the  State  law  and  the  Federal  law  governing 
the  season  on  migratory  birds.  The  Game  and  Fish  Com- 
mittee of  the  Georgia  Legislature  should  investigate  this 
condition  and  make  recommendations  as  their  judgment 
may  dictate. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Governor  of  the  State  for  his  active 
and  hearty  sympathy  in  all  the  work  we  have  undertaken 
and  for  his  advice  and  counsel. 


Our  work  has  been  wonderfully  lightened  by  the  help  of  a 
friendly  press  who  have  co-operated  in  every  way  possible. 
The  department  also  wants  to  thank  the  sportsmen  of  the 
State  who  have  given  valuable  time  and  a  great  deal  of 
assistance  to  the  department  and  who  have  made  it  possible 
for  the  department  to  live  and  be  of  some  service. 

The  school  teachers  of  the  State  have  also  rendered  val- 
uable assistance  and  deserve  grateful  consideration. 

Above  all,  the  County  Wardens  of  the  State,  who,  scantily 
paid  and  often  abused,  have  given  largely  of  their  time  to 
see  that  the  laws  are  enforced,  deserve  unstinted  praise. 
The  department  would  not  be  able  to  live  if  it  did  not  have 
the  loyal  backing  of  these  men  all  over  the  State,  who  do  this 
work  largely  as  a  matter  of  love.  They  should  receive  the 
hearty  support  of  all  citizens  who  are  at  all  interested  in  the 
preservation  of  game  and  fish. 

The  department  desires  and  hopes  to  be  able  to  publish  a 
book  which  shall  contain  some  information  about  bird  life 
of  Georgia.  It  is  hoped  that  our  public  schools  will  set 
apart  one  day  to  be  Known  as  Arbor  Day  or  Audubon  Day, 
and  that  in  this  way  we  can  reach  the  rising  generation  and 
train  them  along  the  lines  of  conservation  and  protection 
both  for  bird  and  animal  life. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  financial  statement  of  the 
department,  showing  our  receipts  and  disbursements.  This 
statement  has  been  audited  and  attached  for  your  consid- 
eration.
